He also remains as Vice-president, Hockey for the 
Canadian Hockey Association, active in all parts of the CHA' hockey operations. 


Tom has a wealth of international coaching experience. He was named head coach of 
the National Junior Team in August 1998, guiding the Canadian Team to a Silver medal 
win at the World Junior Hockey Championship in January 1999 in Winnipeg. 


He joined the National Team program at the beginning of the 1992-93 season and was 
appointed National Team head coach in August 1993. 


In 1994 he was an assistant under George Kingston when Canada won the gold medal 
at the World Championship for the first time since 1961. He coached Canada’s Olympic 
Hockey Team to a silver medal at the 1994 Winter Olympics in Lillehammer, Norway. 


Tom coached Canada’s National team to a bronze medal at the 1995 World Hockey 
Championship and a silver medal at the 1996 World Championship. 


He was an assistant coach with Canada’s National Junior Team at the 1992 World 
Junior Hockey Championship in Fiussen, Germany and was head coach of Canada’s 
National Under 18 Team which won the Phoenix Cup in Japan in 1992. 


Following the 1995-96 season with the Canadian National Team, Tom coached two 
seasons with the NHL’s Vancouver Canucks. 


As a major junior head coach, Tom had two notable seasons with the Kamloops Blazers 
of the Western Hockey League. He coached Kamloops to two regular-season WHL 
championships - in 1990-91 and 1991-92 - and to the Canadian Hockey League's 
Memorial Cup Championship in 1991-92. He was named WHL Coach of the Year in 
1990-91. 


Tom Renney, a native of Cranbrook, BC, is a graduate of the University of North Dakota 
with a degree in Physical Education. Tom and his wife Glenda have two daughters, 
Jessica and Jamie.
